DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the application filed March 6, 2002. 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The prior art documents submitted by Applicant in the Information Disclosure Statements 
filed on March 6, 2002, have been considered and made of record (note attached copy of forms 
PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the relevant prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest the specific 
orientation and layout of the optical add/drop multiplexing apparatus as claimed. There is no 
reasonable suggestion from the relevant prior art for the specific setup of 4 input lines, 4 first 
switches, 4 second switches, a pair of third switches, a drop unit, and an add unit in the described 
configuration. The closest prior art of record (U.S.P. No. 6,597,830 to Nakabayashi et al.) 
teaches a similar add/drop multiplexing apparatus, yet does not explicitly disclose or reasonably 
suggest the connection of the add unit, drop unit, 4 first switches, 4 second switches, and pair of 
third switches as claimed.
